Nevertheless, our highest priority must be to offer a quality 
education for our youth. We must adequately prepare our children 
for the stiff challenges of the future. They must learn and be able 
to compete in a local and global economy. In order to promote a 
quality education and bring crucial reform, I have recommended the 
“James Plan" in selecting members of the Board of Education. 


*** EXPANDING HEALTH CARE SERVICES *** 


We must continue to effectively combat our many social, financial, 
and urban woes. Newark, as an urban center, has taken great pride 
in its many programs and projects that address the numerous public 
health issues facing America today. The Newark Department of Health 
and Human Services has recently received funding for immunization 
clinics and TB Control programs. Monies were also received for AIDS 
treatment, research and education under the Ryan White Program.
